Americans Under Gen. McArthur 
Depart from Malolos. 


OBJECT IS TO BESIEGE CALUMPIT. 


b 


This Is Aguinaldo’s Capital and His 
Troops Are Thought to Be in 
Heavy Force There—Big En- : 
gagement Expected Soon. 


Manila, April 25.—Gen. MacArthur’s 
division left Malolos Monday, apparent- 
ly intending to besiege Calumpit. 

Before daylight the Fourth cavalry 
with theree guns belonging to the Utah 
battery, the Nebraska regiment and the 
Iowa regiment, under Gen.-Hale, were 
proceeding in the direction of Kuin- 
chua, where the Bagbag is fordable, 
but commanded by trenches. 

During the afternoon the troops 
crossed the river. 

Gens. Me Arthur and Wheaton, with 
the Montana regiment, advanced to the 
left of the railroad and the Kansas regi- 
ment moved forward to the right, north 
of Malolos. They had with thema long 
supply train, with two armed cars in 
front, carrying two gatlings and Colt’s 
rapid-fire guns and the six-pounder 
which did such execution at the capture 
of Malolos. 

The insurgents eenid to destroy 
the railroad bridge outside Calumpit, 
and succeeded in badly warping the 
iron framework. 

Natives Flock Back. 

As soon as the soldiers left the Fil- 
ipino capital, the natives began flock- 
ing in, as they did at Santa Cruz before 
dhe last boat of Gen. Lawton s expedi- 
tion had sailed. 

Our army is bapes to abandon all 

towns when an onward movement is 
commenced, because of insufficient men 
to garrison them. This gives the Fil- 
ipino leaders a framework upon which 
to spin stories of American defeat. 
- The American commanders have left 
great stores of rice at Malolos, which 
they have been distributing to the na- 
tives and Chinamen daily, some 
200 or 300, nearly all of whom re- 
mained during the occupation but 
followed the. American army out of 
the place or took trains going in 
the direction of Manila, fearing the reb- 
els would kill them. These refugees 
included some of the wealthiest ei 
zens of the place. 

Maj. Mulford, of Gens Lawton’s staff, 
is in command of the Nebraska regi- 
ment.. 

Gen. Hale Crosses River. 

Manila, April 25.—Gen. Hale, at four 
o’clock Monday afternoon, had crossed 
the Bagbag and had reached a posi- 
tion a quarter of a mile from Calumpit, 
thus commanding the ford. 

Prisoners captured by Gèn. Hale’s 
troops say Aguinaldo, Gen. Luna and 
the Filipino staff are at Calumpit with 
a great force of Filipino troops. 

_ An Important Movement, 


Washington, April 25.—Information_ 


received at the war department indi- 
cates that Gen. Otis is about to execute 
another important movement, the ini- 
tial features of which are shown by 
Monday’s press advices from Manila. 
The objective point is the insurgent 
town of Calumpit, being about eight 
miles northwest of Malolos. It was here 
that the insurgents concentrated after 
being driven out of their capital, set- 
ting up a new capital and making it the 
base of their operations. In moving on 
this stronghold Gen. Otis proposes to 
conduct two distinct operations. The 
first one, under Maj. Gen. MacArthur, 
has for its purpose pushing straight 


| forward from Malolos along the rail- 


road and striking at Calumpit from the 
south. The second one is under Maj. 
Gen. Lawton, who with his flying col- 
umn is moving far around to the north- 
east, to the large town of Norzagay, 
from which point he will turn abruptly 
west toward Calumpit. This last move 
will take about ten days, and military 
strategists look upon it as another ef- 


/ fort to flank the insurgents by getting 


behind them at Calumpit, similar to the 
flank movement which Gen. MacArthur 
attempted to execute at Malabon. 

- This double operation makes Calum- 
pit the center for the next few days, 
while attention will be divided between 
MacArthur’s column advancing from 
Malolos and Lawton’s column onits ten 
days’ march by Norzagay. MacArthur 
has only a short distance to traverse, 
so that his forces may be engaged with 


the main force of the insurgents within 


l as an additional offense. 


PROTEST FROM GERMANY. 


Formal Objection Made to the Lan- 
guage Used by Capt. Coghlan, 
of the Raleigh. 


Washington, April 25.—The German 
government has entered a formal pro- 
test against the language used by Capt. 
Coghlan, of the Raleigh, at the Union ~ 
League club banquet in New York, last | 
Friday night. 

The protest was lodged with Secre- 
tary “Hay, through the German am- 
bassador, Herr Von Holleben. 

Secretary Hay replied that the lan- 
guage appeared to have been used at 
a dinner in a club, and so could not be 
regarded as an official or public utter- 
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ance in the sense that would warrant 


the state department in acting. How- 
ever, the navy department was fully 
competent to take such action as the 
case seemed to require. 
statement. the ambassador was

„doubtless await a reasonable length of 


time upon the navy department. There 


} are semi-official intimations that the 


ambassador will not so much concern 
himself with the course of Capt. Cogh- 
lan, as with the course of the United 
States in dealing with Coghlan. The 
German ambassador stated Monday 
that the poem recited by Capt. Coghlan 
was “too nasty to be noticed.” 

So far no response has been received 
from Capt. Coghlan at the navy depart- 
ment. It is expected that the officer 
will proceed with deliberation in mak- 


.ag any statement he may care to sub- 


mit to the department. Meanwhile un- 
pleasant suggestions are arising to the 
embarrassments that may follow the 
execution of the round of receptions 
already planned for the Raleigh. 

The German ambassador appeared at 
the state department at noon for the 
purpose of making further representa- 
tions to Secretary Hay touching the 
conduct of Capt. Coghlan, that the 
utterances of the captain at the Army 
and Navy club, as published in Sun- 
day morning’s papers, were regarded 
An effort 
was made to’ ascertain whether the 


United States government intended to 


do anything officially, in view of sub- 
sequent developments in the case. 
Secretary Hay has not changed his 
position in any degree. He deprecated 
the lack of tact and the bad taste shown 
by Capt. Coghlan and he did not hesi- 
tate to let that be known to the Ger- 
man ambassador. But he still held 
that the case was. one that required 
treatment by methods of naval disci- 
pline only, and with which the state 
department could not concern itself.

The Bayou La Fourche crevasse broke 
at seven o’clock in the morning on the 
Cothilda plantation owned by Messrs.

CREATES A SENSATION. 


Arrest of Former United States Dis- 
triet Attorneyand Deputy Revenue 
Collecter at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, April 25.—Former Unit- 
ed States District Attorney Ellery P. 
Ingham, of this city, and Deputy ln- 
ternal Revenue Collector Samuel B. 
Downey, of Lancaster, were arrested by 
secret service officers Monday on the 
charge of aiding the Lancaster counter- 
feiters in their efforts to flood the coun- 
try with bogus treasury notes andin- 
ternal revenue tobacco stamps. The ar- 
rest of Ingham created a great sensa- 
tion on account of his prominence and 
his former connection with the govern- 
ment as United States attorney for.the 
eastern district of Pennsylvania. Those 
who are now under arrest charged with 
complicity in the great plot are: 

Eliery P. Ingham, ex-United States dis- 
ict attorney, of this city, Henry K. New- 
itt, ex- -Assistant United States districtattor- 
ney of this city; Samuel B. Downey, deputy 
internal revenue collector of the Ninth in- 
ternal revenue district of Pennsylvania, of 
Lancaster, Pa.; William Jacobs, of Lancas- 


ter; Williara F. Kendig, of Lancaster; 
Thomas Burns, Kendig’s foreman; Arthur 


Taylor, expert engraver, of this city, and | 


Baldwin S. Bredel, expert engraver and 
meghanic, of this city. 

The ex-district attorney was immediate- 
ly taken- before Commissioner Edmunds 
and formally charged with conspiring with 
Harvey Newitt, his law partner, ‘‘to 
promise, offer and give the sum of $6,000 in 
monthly payments of $500 each,” to William 
J. McManus, of Philadelphia, a secret 
service officer who was working up the 
case against the five men charged with 
counterfeiting revenue stamps and the $100 
silver certificates. Ingham waved a hear- 
ing and was held in $10,000 bail for a further 
hearing on Thursday morning. Newitt’s 
hearing, which had been fixed for to-day, 
was changed so that both men can be ar- 
raigned together. Joseph R. Grundy, of 
Bristol, Pa., Newitt’s bondsman, went 
Ingham’s bail. 


Ellery P. Ingham has been prominent as | 


a republican in state politics for years. He 
was appointed United States district at- 
torney for the Eastern district of Pennsyl- 
vania by President Harrison, but succeeded 
at the end of his term by James M. Beck, 
who received his appointment from Presi» 
dent Cleveland. During the past few years 
Mr. Ingham has been a prominent figure 
at state conventions and on the stump as 
an adherent of ex-Senator Quay.

The insurgents attempted to destroy 
the railroad bridge outside Calumpit, 
and succeeded in badly warping the 
iron framework. 

Natives Flock Back. 

As soon as the soldiers left the Fil- 
ipino capital, the natives began flock- 
ing in, as they did at Santa Cruz before 
ne last boat of Gen. Lew son, s expedi- 
tion had sailed. 

Our army is compelled to abandon all 

towns when an onward movement is 
commenced, because of insufficient men 
to garrison them. This gives the Fil- 
ipino leaders a framework upon which | 
to spin stories of American defeat. 
- The American commanders have left 
great stores of rice at Malolos, which 
they have been distributing to the na- 
tives and Chinamen daily, some 
200 or 300, nearly all of whom re- 
mained during the occupation but 
followed the. American army out of 
the place or took trains going in 
the direction of Manila, fearing the reb- 
els would kill them. These refugees 
included some of the wealthiest eiti- 
zens of the place. 

Maj. Mulford, of Gens Lawton’s staff, 
is in command of the Nebraska regi- 
ment.. 

Gen. Hale Crosses River. 

Manila, April 25.—Gen. Hale, at four 
o’clock Monday afternoon, had crossed 
the Bagbag and had reached a posi- 
tion a quarter of a mile from Calumpit, 
thus commanding the ford. 

Prisoners captured by Gén. Hale’s 
troops say Aguinaldo, Gen. Luna and 
the Filipino staff are at Calumpit with 
a great force of Filipino troops. 

_ An Important Movement. 

Washington, April 25.—Information 
received at the war department indi- 
cates that Gen. Otis is about to execute 
another important movement, the ini- 
tial features of which are shown by 
Monday’s press advices from Manila. 
The objective point is the insurgent 
town of Calumpit, being about eight 
miles northwest of Malolos. It was here 
that the insurgents concentrated after 
being driven out of their capital, set- 
ting up a new capital and making it the 
base of their operations. In moving on 
this stronghold Gen. Otis proposes to 
conduct two distinct operations. The 
first one, under Maj. Gen. MacArthur, 
has for its purpose pushing straight 
forward from Malolos along the rail- 
road and striking at Calumpit from the 
south. The second one is under Maj. 
Gen. Lawton, who with his flying col- 
umn is moving far around to the north- 
east, to the large town of Norzagay, 
from which point he will turn abruptly 
west toward Calumpit. This last move 
will take about ten days, and military 
strategists look upon it as another ef- 
fort to flank the insurgents by getting |. 
behind them at Calumpit, similar to the 
flank movement which Gen. MacArthur 
attempted to execute at Malabon. 

This double operation makes Calum- 
pit the center for the next few days, 
while attention will be divided between 
MacArthur’s column advancing from 
Malolos and Lawton’s column onits ten 
days’ march by Norzagay. MacArthur 
has only a short distance to traverse, 
so that his forces may be engaged with 
the main force of the insurgents within 
the next few hours. The country is flat 
and open, and rather better for our 
troops than that lying south of Malo- 
los. Calumpit lies on the left bank of a 
small stream, at its confluence with the 
large river Rio Grande. It is a substan- 
tially built town; with some 2,000 
houses. 

The execution of this double move- 


| ment is being followed with great in- 


terest by the war department officials, 
as it is on a considerably larger scale 
than the brush-clearing which has been 
in progress recently. 
Can Have More Troops. 

Washington, April 25.—Secretary Al- 
ger Monday said that Sunday’s battle 
at Quingua had not altered the plans of 
the department in any degree. Gen. 
Otis, Gen. Lawton, Admiral Dewey and 
the Philippine commission all were 
fully authorized to deal with the situa- 
tion in the Philippines, according to 
their best judgment, and the depart- 
ment. believed that it would be good 
policy to refrain from meddling un- 
necessarily. The secretary said that 
if Otis wants-more troops he shall have 
them, and that meantime the depart- 
ment will make every effort to hasten 
the relief of the volunteer troops by 
regular soldiers.

“New Olreans, April 25.—A crevasse is 
reported on Bayou La Fourche, be- 
tween Lockport and Raceland.

Some of the 
finest sugar plantations in ~southern 
Louisiana are located in the vicinity. 

The Bayou La Fourche crevasse broke 
at seven o’clock in the morning on the 
Cothilda plantation owned by Messrs.

CREATES A SENSATION. 


Arrest of Former United States Dis- 
trict Attorneyand Deputy Revenue 
Collector at Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, April 25.—Former Unit- 
ed States District Attorney Ellery P. 
Ingham, of this city, and Deputy In- 
ternal Revenue Collector Samuel B. 
Downey, of Lancaster, were arrested by 
secret service officers Monday on the 
charge of aiding the Lancaster counter- 
feiters in their efforts to flood the coun- 
try with bogus treasury notes andin- 
ternal revenue tobacco stamps. The ar- 
rest of Ingham created a great sensa- 
tion on account of his prominence and 
his former connection with the govern- 
ment as United States attorney for the 
eastern district of Pennsylvania. Those 
who are now under arrest charged with 
complicity in the great plot are:

The ex-district attorney was immediate- 
ly taken before Commissioner Edmunds 
and formally charged with conspiring with 
Harvey Newitt, his law partner, ‘‘to 
promise, offer and give the sum of $6,000 in 
monthly payments of $500 each,” to William 
J. McManus, of Philadelphia, a secret 
service officer who was working up the 
case against the five men charged with 
counterfeiting revenue stamps and the $100 
silver certificates. Ingham waved a hear- 
ing and was held in $10,000 bail for a further 
hearing on Thursday morning. Newitt’s 
hearing, which had been fixed for to-day, 
was changed so that both men can be ar- 
raigned together.

Twenty-five years ago Harry Saun- 
ders was a promising yoang barrister 
in Detroit, He was well known in this 
city, his birthplace. One night he stole 
a bail bond from police court. He was 
arrested, tried, convicted and sent up to 
Jackson. The supreme court released 
him in a famous decision, but Saun- 
derg guilty act was the beginning of 
a downiward career. Sixty-one years 
old, a frequenter of the police courts, 
where ie “occasionally defended er- 
ring woman and evil-doing men, he died, 
one of Detroit’s ‘‘characters,” wie had 


been a man once, “in his day 

The trial of Harry es 20 years 
ago was a memorable one. Justice 
Harbaugh was police court judge. 
Saunders, whio ned once been in Col. 
Sylvester Larned’s law office, was em- 
ployed to prosecute cases in vigorous 
“enforcement of the liquor laws, One 
day Officer John Webb reported to 
‘the department that Saunders had 
asked him to help him secure from 
the archives of the police court a bond 
which he said the sureties were anxious 


to withdraw. The police laid a trap for“ 


the lawyer and led him on to carry out 
the crime he had planned. He was 
sent to prison. “Fhe supreme court, in 
a noted ruling, declared it was the func- 
tien of the-police to prevent crime and 
not to abet it, and that a man enticed 
by the representatives of the law to 
break the law was guiltless. Saunders, 
released but disgraced, plunged into 
reckless dissipation that only ended 
| with his-life. — | 
Saturday morning’ Harry 
Alice Wallace in police court. She was 
convicted and gave him an order for 
$10 on a friend-to pay her fine. While 
she waited all day behind the bars, im- 
patient for release, Saunders was drink- 
ing. Under the influenice of liquor he 
entered Hanismann’s saloon on Gratiot 
Avenue, Detroit. Suddenly he fell to 
the floor, gasping for breath. He was 
lifted into an ambulance, but died on 
the way to the city physician’s. Heart 
failure ended the unhappy life of the 
old police court lawyer. 
His remains were brought here yes- 
terday for burial.

Twenty-five years ago Harry Saun- 
ders was a promising young barrister 
in Detroit, He was well knoilwn in this 
city, his birthplace. One niBtht he stole 
a bail bond from police court. He was 
arrested, tried, convicted and sent up to 
Jackson. The supreme court released 
him in a famous decision, but Saun- 
ders’ guilty act was the beginning of 
a downward career. Sixty-one years 
old, a frequenter of the police courts, 
where Me “occasionally defended er- 
ring woman and evil-doing men, he died, 
one of Detroit’s ‘‘character's,” who had 


been a man once, “fh his: day.‘ 

Tihe trial of Harry Saunders 20 years 
ago was a memorable one. Justice 
Harbaugh was police court judge. 
Saunders, who had once been in Col. 
Sylvester Larned’s law office, was em- 
ployed to prosecute cases in vigorous 
laws, One 
day Officer John Webb reported to 
that Sauniders had 
asked him to help him secure from 
‘the archives of the police court a bond 
which he said the sureties were anxious 


to withdraw. The police laid a trap for“ 


the lawyer and led him on to carry out 
the crime he had planned. He was 
sent to“prison. “Fhe supreme court, in 
a noted ruling, declared it was the func- 
tien of the:police to prevent crime and 
not to abet it, and that a man enticed 


by the representatives of the law to 


break the law was guiltless. Saunders, 
released but disgraced, plunged into 
reckless dissipation that only ended 


y with “his-life. 


Saturday morning’ Harry defended 
Alice Wallace in police court. She was 
convicted and gave him an order for 


$10 on a friend-to pay her fine. While 
she waited all day behind the bars, im- 
patient for release, Saunders was drink- 
ing. Under thie influence of liquor he 
entered Hansmann’s saloon on Gratiot 
Avenue, Detroit. Suddenly he fell to 
the floor, gasping for breath. He was 
lifted into an ambulance, but died on 
the way to the city physician’s. Heart 
failure ended the unhappy life of the 
old police court lawyer. 

Hils remains were brought here yes- 
terday for burial..

The latter 
employed My J. Lehman and Frank 
Stivers to represent him in any action 
against the company. On April 11, 1898, 
it is claimed that an agreement was 
made with the ice company to settle 


for $400 damages anid $75 for burial ex- 


penses. It was necessary. to, have a 


special administrator appointed ‘to hold | 


the money until a general administra- 
"the money 
would be turned over to the ` ‘estate of 
the deceased. Peter J. Lehman was 
agreed upon. 


Afterwards the secretary of the ice 
company went out to draw thie mioney 
and consulted with A. J. Sawyer. The 
result was he came back and notified 
Mr, Stivers that he would not settle, 

Peter J, Lehman, as administrator, 
then sued the company on the algree- 
ment. It was the contention of the 
plaintiff that it was a stipulation to 
settle for the above amount, and that 
under the arrangement there were no 
legal difficulties in the way.

REV, BRADSHAW’S SERMON, 


Rev. J. W. Bradshaw delivered a ser- 
mon upon “The White Man’s Burden” 
Sunday evening at the Congregational 
church, taking for his text, Rom. 15:1, 
“We that are strong ought to bear the 


infirmities of themi that are weak.” 


He stated that he could conceive of no 
grander and tryly Christian utterance 
than this; that it had direct application 
to this nation at this particular time, a 
nation the most favored upon the globe; 
that it was our duty, favored as we 
were, to share our blessings with those 
less favored. This was the ‘‘White 
Man’s Burden.” He then spoke of our 
relations with the Filipinos, gave a con- 
cise statement of the circumstances 
which brought our navy to Manila and 


clearly outlined the two views prevalent 


regarding the present situation in the 
Philippine islands. He stated, that 
while there may be differences of opin- 
jon as to what this government should 
have done toward assuring the Filipinos 
in the early stage of action. as to our in- 
tentions regarding them, the facts exist 
as now presented and ‘we cannot undo 
the past. We must do our duty as we 
find matters today, and this duty is to 
secure for the Filipinos, at as early a 


day as possible, a good, stable and 
Christian government in everything 


that those terms imply. He stated, that 
thus far we have been in the Tine of the 
‘White Man’s Burden,” that to relieve 
Cuba we entered Manila to destroy the 
navy of Spain, that circumstances 
forced us to obtain possession of Ma- 
nila and that these same circumstances 
compel us to retain possession of the 
Philippines until its inhabitants are as- 
sured a proper government and prote- 
tion from misrule, internally or other- 
wise. Thus much the self-imposed bur- 
den rests with us, and we cannot aban- 
don. the islands until this duty is per- 
formed. 

“But there is another spirit which 
finds expression throughout the’ eoun- 
try,’ says.

I believe the best sentiment 
of the people of this land will not fail 
to make itself distinctly felt. Young 
people whio desire righteousness, there 
is your ‘cue for the coming days. 
not mistake it.” 

The Doctor closed by stating our fur- 
ther duties to the Filipinos in the line 
of morals and religion; that 'the worst 
elements of civilization, the elements 
which gio to make all the crime and vice 
of humanity, is ever on the alert to en- 
ter new fields of adventure; already 
have 300 saloons been established with- 
in the past year at Manila; already are 
the concomitant: evils of the saloon, 
gambling, dissolute houses and kindred 
evils rampant over those new ficlds 
where we have entered with a view of 
bettering the conditions of its inhabi- 
tants.

Failor’s work, 
however, forms an exception, He is
